“l bave made n severe effort to dis
cover as well as I may from a dis
tance what these rebels want. 1 see
what they are aguinst—they are
against everything—but what are they
for? 1 have not been able to discover
it. Thizs way be due to my lack of un-
dorstanding or to thelr Incapacity to
express themselves clearly, for thelr
style Is something appalling. But per
haps this scandalous fullure In expres
slon, when expression s what they
yearn for and demand at all coats,
may be o symptom of something deep-
er; of a radical mistake they have
made in the direction of thelr efforts
and asplrations, They think they need
more freedom, more room, & chance to
be more spontaneous. [ suspect that
they have had too much freedom, too

style ls u sign of this; it is not merely
that they have no mastery of the Eng-
lsh Ilnnguage as hitherto spoken, no
clear sense of the value of words, and
no smplicity ; that they are without
the vecabulary or the ldlom of eultl
vated peoplee. . . . No, It s not
more freedom that young Awmerica
needs In order to be bhappy; It needs
more discipline.”

worth. For In-
stance, HARD WHITE wheat 15
worth 10 to 12 cents per bushel
more than Soft White., Bome var-
letles will grade Hard White when
grown under certaln conditiofs and
Soft White under other conditions.
The difference in value on 1000 bus-
hels might help considerably in pay-
ing the taxes on the farm, For fur-
ther informattion ask for the hand-
book, “Oregon Grsin, Hay, Onion
and Potato Standards,”

The new tariff rates provide a
duty of 4c on ved clover soed, 4¢ on
altalfa, 3¢ on white clover, and 2¢
on sweet clover, As large quanti-
tles of such sesds are imported
those dutles should help thia sec-
tlon. The ldaho Seed Growers As-
sociation to which many Malheur
county seed growers belong, was in-
#tumental in the adoption of these
duties on seeds.
